accidents. 


Space does not permit me to give at great length.ll 


much information about fractures. 
But I do want|| 


to speak about the more commonly met fractures 
and their treatment. 


There are simple, compound, green-stick, comminuted, impacted 


and many other kinds of fractures/f • 
The first three are the most com- 
monly found. 
A simple fracture is one -where the 
break in the bone is complete or the 
bone is broken into two distinct 
parts. 
A compound fracture is one where 


there may be more than one break 
and one "end of the bone may be 
pushed through the flesh. 
A green-stick fracture, as its name 


implies, is an incomplete fracture. 
You know how a green stick will 
break at nne side and not all the 
way through. So it is with this kind 
of fracture. 
My idea is to give you a knowl- 


edge of these more common frac- 
tures so that you will understand 
what to do in c-ase of necessity. 
In nearly all cases of fracture in- 


ability to use the limb, pain and 
swelling are the most common symp- 
toms. 
The first thing to do In any case 


of fracture is to give immediate sup- 
port to the injured member. If an 
arm is fractured, support it with a 
sling made of a triangular-shaped 
piece of muslin. If a leg is the un- 
lucky member, tie it fast to an um- 
brella, several rolls of newspaper, 
a cane or any other article which 
will give support.

1, Powerful main wheel revolves on hard 


steel roller bearings and ball bearings at 
both ends. 
2. Three sides main frame forged from one 


piece of steel strengthened on corners by mal- 
leable brackets. 
3. Reel driven direct from countershaft— 


an all gear driven reel.
